" GRAYLING, MICHIGAN, — 


The Declaration of Independence 


Unanimously Adopted in Congress, July 4th, 1776, 
‘ iy at Philadelphia) - 


When, in the course of human events, it becomes neces- 
sary for one le to dissolve the political bands which 
have connec them with another, and to assume among 
the powers of the earth, the separate and equal station to 
which the Laws of Nature and of Nature’s God entitle them, 
a decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that 
they should declare the causes which impel them to the 
separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Rights, that among these are Life, Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness... That to secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed, That whenever 
any Form of Government becomes destructive of these ends, 
it 1s the Right of the People to alter or to abolish it, and to 
institute new Government, laying its foundation .on such 
principies, and organizing its powers in such form, ag to them 
shall seem most likely to effect their Safety and Happiness. 
Prudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments long estab- 
lished should not be changed for light and transient causes; 
and accordingly all experience hath shewn, that mankind 
are more disposed to suffer, while evils are sufferable, than 
to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which they 
are accustomed. But when a long train of abuses and usurp- 
ations, pursuing invariably the same Object, evinces a design 
to reduce them under absolute Despotism, it is their right, 
it ib their duty, to throw off such Government, and to pro- 
vide new Guards for their future seciirity. Such has been 
tne patient sufferance of these Colonies; and such is now the 
necessity wich constrains them to alter their former Sys- 
tems of Government. The history of the present King of 
Great Britain is a history of repeated injuries and usurpa- 
tions, all having in direct object the establishment of an ab- 
solute Tyranny over these States. To prove this, let Facts 
be submitted to a candid world. 

He has refused his Assent to Laws, the most wholesome 
and necessary for the public good. 

He has forbidden his Governors to pass Laws of im- 
mediate and pressing importance, unless suspended in their 
operation till his Assent should be obtained; and -when so 
suspended, he has utterly neglected to attend to them. 

He has refused to pass other Laws for the accommoda- 
tion of large districts of people, unless those people would 
relinquish the right of Representation in the Legislature, a 
right inestimable to them and formidable to tyrants only. 

He has called together legislative bodies at places un- 
usual, uncomfortable, and distant from the depository of 
their public Records, for the sole purpose of fatiguing them 
into compliance with his measures. 

He has dissolved Representative Houses repeatedly, for 
opposing, with manly firmness his invasions on the rights of 
the people. 7 
e has refused for a long time after such dissolutions, 
to cause others to be elected; whereby the Legislative powers, 
incapable of Annihilation, have returned to the People at 
large for their exercise; the State remaining in the mean- 
time exposed to all the dangers of invasion from without, 
and convulsions within. 

He has endeavored to prevent the population of these 
States, for that purpose obstructing the Laws for Naturaliza- 
tion of Foreigners, refusing to pass others to encourage their 
migrations hither, and raising the conditions of new Ap- 
propriations of Lands. i . 

_He has obstructed the Administration of Justice, by re- 
fusing his Assent to Laws for establishing Judiciary Powers. 

He has made Judges Gepeneent on his Will alone, for the 
ae of their offices, and the amount and payment of iheir 
s. ies. 

He has erected a multitude of New Offices, and sent 
hither swarms of Officers to harass our people and eat our 
their substance. 

He has kept among us, in times of peace Standing 
Armies, without the Consent of our Prat 

He has affected to render the Military independent of 
and superior to the Civil power. 

He has combined with others to subject us to a jurisdic- 
tion foreign to our constitution, and unacknowledged by our 
laws; giving his Assent to their Acts of pretended Legisla- 
tion: y 

For quartering large bodies of armed troops among us: 

For protecting them, by a mock Trial from punishment 
from any Murders which they should commit on the In- 
habitants of these States: 

For cutting off our Trade with all parts of the world: 

For imposing Taxes on us without our Consent: 

‘ For depriving us in many cases of the benefits of Trial 
y jury: 

For transporting us beyond Seas to be tried for pretend- 
ed offences: 

For, abolishing the free System of English Laws in a 
neighboring Province, establishing therein an Arbitrary gov- 
ernment, and enlarging its Boundaries so as to render it at 
once an example and fit instrument for introducing the same 
absolute rule into these Colonies: 

For taking away our Charters, abolishing our most valu- 
able Laws and altering fundamentally the Forms of our 
Governments: 

For suspending our own Legislatures, and declaring 
themselves invested with power to legislate for us in all 
cases whatsoever. 

He has abdicated Government here by declaring us out 
of his Protection and waging War against us. 

He has plundered our seas, ravaged our Coasts, burnt 


_ our towns, and destroyed the lives of our people. 


He is at this time transporting large Armies of foreign 
Mercenaries to complete the works of death, desolation and 
tyranny, already begun with circumstances of Cruelty and 
perfidy scarcely paralleled in the most barbarous ages, and 
totally unworthy the Head of a civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken Captive on 
the high Seas to bear Arms against their Country, to become 
the executioners of their friends and Brethern, or to fall 
themselves by their Hands. 

He has excited domestic insurrections amongst us, and 
has endeavored to bring on the inhabitants of our frontiers, 
the merciless Indian Savages, whose known rule of warfare 
: a undistinguished destruction of all ages, sexes and con- 

itions. 

In every stage of these Oppressions We have Petitioned 
for Redress in the most humble terms; Our repeated Peti- 
tions have been answered by repeated injury: A Prince, 
whose character is thus marked by every act which may de- 
fine a Tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of a free people. 

Nor have We been wanting in attentions to our British 
brethern. We have warned them from time to time of at- 
tempts by their legislature to extend an unwarrantable juris- 
diction over us. We have reminded them of the circum- 
stances of our emigration and settlement here. We have ap- 
pealed to their native justice and magnanimity, and we have 
conjured them by the ties of our common kindred to disavow 

usurpations, which would inevitably interrupt our con- 
nections and correspondence. They, too, have been deaf to 
the voice of justice and consanguinity. We must, therefore, 
acquiesce in the necessity, which denounces our Separation, 
and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind, Enemies in 
War, in Peace, Friends 

WE, THEREFORE, the Representatives of the United 
States of America, in General Congress Assembled, appeal- 
ing to the Supreme Judge of the world for the rectitude of 
our intentions, do, in the Name, and authority of the Rod 
People of these Colonies, solemnly publish and declare, That 
these United Colonies are, and of Right ought to be, free 
and independent States; that they are Absolved from all Al- 
legiance to the British Crown, and that all political connec- 
tion between them and the State of Great Britain, is and 
ought to be totally dissolved; and that as Free and Independ- 
ent States, they have full Power to levy War, conclude Peace, 
contract Alliances, establish Commerce, and to do all other 
Acts and Things which ag erp States may of right do. 
And for the support of this Declaration, with a firm reliance 


on the protection of Divine Providence, we mutu ledge 
to each other our Lives, our fortunes, and our sacr fonor.

Approximately 5000. jobs for 
Michigan persons will be avail- 
able in a few days in the cherry 
orchards covering a thirty-mile 
area near Traverse City. 


Anyone over 16 years of age 
desiring a job and who is cap- 
able of picking cherries should 
register at once in any of the 
local offices of the National Re- 
employment Service. 

“A good cherry picker can earn © 
from $2.50 to $5 per day on a 
piece-work basis”, Major Starret 
says. The growers plan to pay 
off each Saturday night during 
the harvest. 

Applicants for these jobs must 
furnish their transportation to 
the National Reemployment Ser- 
vice office in the City Hall at 
Traverse City where they will be 
referred after registering in their 
local employment offices. 

Living accommodations must 
also be taken care of by the 
workers. They may bring tents, 
automobile trailers and _ similar 
equipment and live along the 
shores of Grand Traverse Bay 
and lakes where most of the 
orchards are located, according 
to Major Starret. 

Registrations may be made at 
National Reemployment Service 
offices.

The — article 
submitted this week by Clarence 
Johnson, however, we - believe 
deserves attention. In the first 
place it appears ‘that there is a 

‘personal unpleasant feeling on 
the part of Mr. Johnson against 
Congressman Roy O. Woodruff. 
The reason for that we do not 
know but it tends-to clear the 
atmosphere at ‘least a little. 
Again, Clarence is a Democrat. 
Mr. Woodruff.a Republican. That 
too may have a bearing on the 
charge he offers. , 

However we wonder if Mr. 
Johnson knows that it is only 
recently that the U. S. Postal 
department would consider the 
construction or purchase of a 

. building for postoffice, purposes 
in cities having less than $15,000 
annual stamp cancellations. That 
amount has never as yet been 
reached by the local office. Only 
recently has this requirement 
been reduced to $10,000, in which 
bracket the Grayling office is 
new classed. We have no desire 
to quote our authority for that 
statement, however if anyone 
wants it we'll give it to them. 

Reference is made to the Bay 
City postoffice building that was 
razed. How can we ever forget 
the dingy rooms in that eld post- 
office building that had to be 

* used for the federal court. The 
building may have looked good 


from the outside and may have, 


had some merit inside but we 
know personally that as long ago 
as 17 years when after three 
weeks of jury service we have 
reason to know that the struc- 
ture wasn’t anything to be proud 
of. 

We can hardly believe that a 
man who has made the fine 
record in congress that Mr. 
Woodruff. has made could be 
stampeded by any individual. 
The federal government isn’t 
handing out postoffices promiscu- 
ously. In order to get them, 


there must first be a need, and. 


it must be possible under postal 
rulings and back of that there 
must Be some concerted action 
on the part of the patrons of that 
community. When we get a new 
postoffice, which now seems 
probable, no one person is to be 
credited for the achievement. 
Only concerted action on the part 
of local official and civic organ- 
izations and a number of individ- 
uals has made it possible. Pos- 
sibly Mr. Woodruff has no great 
patronage influence on the pres- 
ent administration in Washing- 
ton, but we do know that that 
administration has a wholesome 
respect for Mr. Woodruff’s ability 
as a congressman.

However, in the future, 
we ask contributors to refrain 
from personal attacks, and con- 
fine their articles to issues and 
policies.

Pork Imports Leap Up. 

Imports all down the line— 
grains, meats, hops, milk, butter, 
eggs, vegetable ofls and their sub- 
stitutes, lard substitutes, edible mo- 
lasses and many others—have mul- 
tiplied, in some cases fifty or 100 
times, under the New Deal. 

In the first four months of 1936 
the United States consumed 10,- 
151,102 pounds of forelgn pork, al- 
most seven times the volume im- 
ported in the first four months of 
last year, and more than twenty 
times the imports of two years ago. 
The rapid rise of pork imports was 
accompanied by a large increase tn 
live hog imports. In the four months 
the United States received 5,186,- 
576 pounds of live hogs, as com- 
pared with only 35,953 pounds in 
the corresponding period a year 
ago, and 2,800 pounds two years 
ago. 

Canned Meat Imports Soar. 

Hog raisers fear that these big 
imports will eventually cause a col- 
lapse of home markets similar to 
that which occurred in cattle, al- 
though production in this country 
is yet far below the requirements 
of the nation. American producers 
have lost many millions of dollars 
of trade to foreign farmers as a 
result of the scarcity pregram 
adopted three years ago. In four 
months meat valued at $7,951,000 
was brought io from other coun- 
tries. April imports amounted -to 
more than $2,000,000. Two years 
ago they were $350,000. 

Canned meat imports rose to 34,- 
807,453 pounds this year, compared 
with 25,618,601 a year ago and 
9,718,137 two years ago.

Facts 

In June 18th issue of the Craw- 
ford Avalanche there appeared a 
copy of a letter addressed to Mr. 
James McDonnell, our local post- 
master, from Hon. Roy O. Wood- 
ruff, a supposed-to-be represent- 
ative or congressman from our 
10th district. 

Mr. Woodruff states in his 
letter that ‘Grayling is first out” 
for a post office and in general 
is trying to convey the impres- 
sion that he was instrumental in 
getting Grayling a new post of- 
fice. Now don’t let him kid you 
because he had about as much to 
do with Grayling getting a new 
post office as I had to do with 
starting the civil war. 

In the fall of 1931 or ’32 at a 
10th district meeting of the Am- 
erican Legion _ at Blanchard, 
Mich., I approached Mr. Wood- 
ruff about the Post Office Dept. 
purchasing the then vacant Bank 
building for a post office. It could 
have been bought for $5,000.00 or 
the price of about six years rent 
on the present building. He told 
me very point blank that Gray- 
ling did not rate a new post 
office. 

My argument at the time was 
that we had about the crummiest 
looking post office in northern 
Michigan and that if the govern- 
ment would purchase the bank 
building it would put $5000.00 
back into the hands of the de- 
positors of the old bank which 
was very much needed by them, 
therefore not only giving us a 
federal building but also helping 
about every citizen in Crawford 
county. 

This conversation took place 
before several Legionaires from 
Grayling and can be verified by 
them. However, he, Mr. Wood- 
ruff, managed to get a new post 
office building for Bay City. 
which even Bay City citizens did 
not approve of and was not at 
all necessary as the building that 
was wrecked was as fine a build- 
ing as we had in northeastern 
Michigan. However, Mr. Wood- 
ruff wanted a memorial to him- 
self and also to make a play for 
Bay City votes as it is the largest 
vote in the 10th district. 

Doesn’t it appear rather queer 
to you that Mr. Woodruff, who 
said it was impossible to get a 
post office for Grayling under 
the Hoover administration, can 
do so well under the democratic 
administration. The cost of the 
new post office building in Bay 
City would have made possible 
the building of many new post 
offices in northeastern Michigan 
which are very badly needed.

Honorable Roy O. Woodruff, 
House of Representatives, - 
Washington, D. 
Dear Congressman: 

“Tt agree with you that a pro- 
per system of old age assistance 
should be elastic enough to grant 
financial help according to the in- 
dividual needs of each‘ case, 
rather than to set an arbitrary 
figure which must apply to all 
cases. 

“You can rest assured that I 
will be glad to give my support 
to any proposal that will enable 


the State, working with the Fed- | 


eral Government, to grant as- 
sistance on this basis. It is true 
that thirty dollars per month 
may be ample for many cases, 
whereas others would require 
considerably more heip. I am 


{convinced that whatever system 


the State adopts, it must be able 
to pay its way as it goes. I do 
not believe any new economic 
theory or new method of coining 
money is the proper approach -to 
the problem. The dollar which 
we pay to needy and aged per- 
sons must be raised in the same 


‘fashion as other costs of govern- 


ment are raised, and the fund for 
the assistance to old people 
should be just as important in 
the State and Federal budget as 
in any other fund for the pro- 
tection of the public welfare. 

“I deeply appreciate your con- 


structive attitude and stand ready 
fat all times to work with you in 


carrying out your ideas.”
